May 11 was the date set for the 
commencement of the convention. The 
announcement had reached quite a 
few.

Saturday quite a number gathered 
in from different places. M. W. Let- 
singer, state overseer and chairman, 
was present on time, and called the 
convention to order. The somg ser- 
vice was inspiring and the prayers 
were full of faith. The first subject 
for the day was “Loyalty to God and 
His Church.” This was handled by 
F. D. Davis of Harriman, Tenn. His 
Scripture was Rev. 2:13. The speak- 
er emphasized the great importance 
ot being loyal to God and His Church.

Chureh. To be disloyal! to His 

Chureh means disloyal to God. 
Following this subject was, Are 


We Loyal? by J. W. Nelson of North 
Chattanooga, Tenn. His Scriptures 
were Matt. 16:13-20; 2 Peter 2:9; 1 
Cor. 10:32; Matt. 8:20. The speaker 
emphasized the thought that his sub- 
ject was a question, and one that 
most all could answer for themselves. 
He further stated that for anyone to 
fail to perform their known duty to 
the Church was not loyal. He spoke 
of tithe paying as one of the para- 
mount duties of each member and to 
fail to pay tithes was an act of dis- 
loyalty to God and His Church. A 
few remarks from the chairman con- 
cluded the morning service. 


The first subject for the afternoon 
was “The Church of God and Her 
Mission,” by J. P. Hughes, pastor of 
East Chattanooga, Tenn. His text was 
2 Kings 12:7; 2 Peter 1:5. The speak- 
er briefly narrated the Church of God 
and her mission, emphazing the 
thought that we would seek to mend 
breaches, and that the church could 
not successfully fill her mission with 
breaches in her. He also clearly re 
vealed the fact that we are to be 
lively stones in the house of God to 
offer up spiritual sacrifices, which is 
our service to God. Following this 
subject was “Will We Complete the 
Job?” by Zeno C. Tharp, Cleveland, 
Tenn. His text was Job 34:24. The 
speaker emphasized the fact that 
nothing other than a completion of 
the job would please God. But in 
order to complete the job we must 
stay on the job and work faithfully. 
He spoke of many ministers al- 
lowing discouragements to overcome 
them. We are to know our place and 
hold it faithfully. He urged the 
young ministers to prove loyal, that 
it would be up to them to complete 
the job. He spoke of his solemn 
promise to God to try to fill the 
place of a faithful soldier of the gos- 
pel. He cherished the opportunity 
and meant to do his part in finishing 
the job. A few brief but very ap- 
propriate remarks from the chairman 
concluded the afternoon service. 

The excessive rain hindered some 
from attending the evening service, 
but quite a number came. The 
song service was good, the prayers 
encouraging. The subject for the 
evening was “Christian Duties” by 
F. J. Lee, teacher of Bible Training 
School, Cleveland, Tenn. His text 
was 1 Thes. 5:6. The speaker in 
his usual ability gave some very ap- 
propriate instructions as relative to 
the duties of a Christian, emphasizing 
the thought, “Let us not sleep as do 
others.” It isa very easy matter to 
go to sleep, naturally if our physical 
body is not in a healthy condition. He 
said when we go to sleep spiritually 
we should make investigation at once. 
We should stay awake and watch. The 
enemy will try to put us to sleep, 
but we should begin to do something 
and take on extra work for the Lord, 
in order that we may not sleep as do 
others. The subject was concluded 
with prayer. 


Sunday, the people began to gather 
in on time. (We noticed quite a few 
carried baskets.) The Sunday school 
was called to order by J. P. Hughes, 
with songs, prayer and a few appro- 
priate remarks. The classes were 
soon in their respective places over 
the large room. The lesson, David, 
the Poet King, was taught from the 
stand to all by F. J. Lee. This was 
made very impressive by the able 
teacher. The total attendance was 
207; offering $3.55; birthday offering 
$2.16. A short intermission was given 
and we were soon in the other service. 
Special prayers were offered for the 
sick, after which the Harriman sing- 
ers favored the convention with a 
quartet. The subject for the morn- 
ing was, “Working Together—Unity,” 
by E. J. Boehmer, General Secretary, 
Cleveland, Tenn. His _ Scripture 
was 1Cor. 12; St. John “17:17; 
Psa. 133. The speaker emphasized 
the great need of working 
together. In so doing, unity would 
be the result.
